Concerns of land use and 
outside dining maintained the 
Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing last Thursday. The pre¬ 
sentation of the Draft General 
Plan brought in numerous 
testimonies of concerned 
homeowners. 

The meeting began with 
the intrexiuction of the newly 
appointed Code Enforcement 
Officer, Lisa Volpe. After 
ongoing examinations, Volpe 
was selected for the position. 
Another introduction was 
that of commissioner Enid 
Joffe who had been inducted 
to the Planning Commission 
after serving in the General 
Steering Committee. 

Anne McIntosh, Director 
of Development Services 
gave an outline of the pro¬ 
posed land use of the Draft 
General Plan. The land uses 


are divided into zones that 
represent residential, ranging 
from low to high density; 
commercial; open space; 
public; mixed use, cither resi¬ 
dential or commercial; insti¬ 
tutional, churches, schools 
and non-profit organizations; 
manufacturing, as found in 
the Montecito area; hillside 
and canyon areas. 

All Sierra Madre 
homeowners were sent a map 
with these zones marked and 
were notified of the public 
hearing dates. The majority 
of complaints were due to the 
proposed changes from resi¬ 
dential to mixed use or com¬ 
mercial. The change in these 
zones will bring the commer¬ 
cial value of the homes down.

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tion of Mr. Gingrich has for¬ 
gotten those who unfortu¬ 
nately voted for him to repre¬ 
sent us. 

Mr. Dreier’s response to 
my interest in Veterans affairs 
included the following com¬ 
passionate words, “This (sav¬ 
ings) includes maintaining 
the rounding down of annual 
cost of living adjustments 
(COLAS) given to disabled 
veterans and their survivors, 
increasing drug copayments 
for some veterans and ex¬ 
panding the VA’s authority 
to seek reimbursement for 
treating veterans who have 
private insurance." Thanks 
for serving, guys. Now pay 
for it. 

In response to my letter to 
him expressing major alarm 
about the French nuclear tests 
in the South Pacific, he re¬ 
sponded in part, “I look for¬ 
ward to the Administration 
sending a nuclear force main¬ 
tenance plan to Congress that 
meets the goals of the test-ban 
treaty, fits into their non-pro¬ 
liferation program, and main¬ 
tains the safety and reliability 
of our nuclear deterrent.” 
Lots of thought there. 

I received no response to 
my letter of 25 April which 
noted, “You are most cer¬ 
tainly correct in your newslet¬ 
ter of April 10 that it is im¬ 
perative that we restore the 
people’s trust in government. 

I sincerely believe that you 
are absolutely wrong in your 
belief that you have made tre¬ 
mendous strides in that direc- 
tion. On the contrary, the 
negative rhetoric, the vicious 
ad hominem commentary, 
the avoidance of the issues, 
the sound and fury that per¬ 
meated the first hundred 
days of this Congress have 
been destructive and fright¬ 
ening, a surreal vision of the 
death of the informed and 
reasoned debate that is the 
life of democracy.” I can 
understand the lack of an 
answer to that. 

As 1 recall, about thirty 
two percent of the electorate 
in this District voted in the 
last Congressional election.

Private Enterprise, Old Style 


Just more than half of those 
were votes for Mr. Dreier. 
This 17 percent local vote is 
his idea of a mandate? Na¬ 
tionwide, the so-called Re¬ 
publican majority represents 
the vote of about 26 percent 
of citizens eligible. Scarcely 
a mandate, scarcely a con¬ 
tract. Try power grab, or right 
wing coup. No guns were 
used - they stayed in the 
lobby, this time. 

The performance of the 
House in the first session of 
the 1 ()4th Congress was a dis¬ 
grace, and Mr. Dreier, re¬ 
gional whip for the Republi¬ 
cans, played a major role in 
its achieving an historic low. 
Where were the studies, the 
hearings, the intellectual con¬ 
tent, the reasoned debate, the 
informed consensus that 
make good laws? Mr. Dreier 
and his fellows in the 
Gingrich army attempted to 
trample on the democratic 
process by substituting cli¬ 
ches and slogans, venom 
and vitriol, noise and insuJts 
for thoughtful^ rational 
study and debate that might 
have led to democratic leg¬ 
islative action. Thank God 
the consiKuiionai fathers sci 
up ii system that endures 
despite such attacks. 

The first session perfor¬ 
mance put me in mind of a 


frightening analogy; the 
Leader, Gingrich, the Propa¬ 
ganda Master, Limbaugh, 
the Master of the Troops, 
Armey, and bringing up the 
rear, Dreier, the drummer 
boy, marching the House 
around the Capitol in 
lockstep. The analogy led 
directly the idea that now, 
unlike in the days of 
Franklin Roosevelt, we cer¬ 
tainly have far more to fear 
than fear itself. 

The people’s wisdom 
has prevailed again. The 
Gingrich coup has failed. 
But even though it is not 
nice to kick a guy when 
he's down, it’s sometimes 
necessary to make sure he 
stays down. 

Mr. Kincaid’s thoughtful 
and concise analysis summa¬ 
rizes the attitudes of the “con- 
servative” dictatorship we 
have narrowly escaped. If we 
are to remain a free and com¬ 
passionate people we must 
each understand the vital ne¬ 
cessity of using our vote for 
the common good. Votes are 
counted, and votes count. The 
results of the last congres¬ 
sional election demonstrate 
^ that all tiK)clearly. Thirty two 
percent gets you Dreier. 
Surely we can do better.

In my writings about my 
hometown I have often men¬ 
tioned Henry Bettler, and for 
several reasons. He was a pil¬ 
lar of the town, a successful 
businessman, and underneath 
his gruff manner he was a 
very compassionate man. 
When hard times hit the 
dwellers of Shanytboat Row, 
down on the riverbank in 
winter time, many sacks of 
Hour, cornmeal and sides of 
bacon along with bags of cof¬ 
fee were delivered to those in 
need, and nothing was ever 
said. Only a few knew of his 
generosity. But he was also 
the perfect example of private 
enterprise at its very best. 

On a small farm east of 
town, he raised com, which 
he fed to his own hogs and 
cattle. In the com 

rows were hundreds of 
melons, and when ripe were 
sold door-to-door by one of 
his employees. In the fall, the 
corn was harvested and 
stored for stock feed, again 
by his own employees. The 
hogs and cattle were turned 
into pork and beef in a bam 
right on the premises, hauled 
to his butcher shop and 
stored in a walk-in refrigera¬ 
tor cooled by ice his own 
crew had harvested from the 
Mississippi River the winter 
before. 

The butcher was a worthy 
companion to his employer. 
John Miller smoked his own 
ham and bacon, made deli¬ 
cious sausage, frankfurters 
and bologna. Once a week 
this last was advertised in 
large letters written with 
chalk and water on the side¬ 
walk. It was always sold out 
before suppertime. If took, 
long hours, skill and dedica¬ 
tion to accomplish so much, 
but Henry Bettler and John 
Miller were equal to the occa- 
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hat’s driring up your winter natural gas bill? Sure, it’s colder outside. But there are ea.sy ways to keep 
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I best energy bet. And witli a little effort, you'll stop throwing money out the window tliis winter, ^ 
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sion at all times. In those far¬ 
away times, Saturday night 
was the big shopping night, 
and the day finally ended 
when the last customer had 
been served. Closing hours, 
even in the three local harder 
shops was when there were 
no more customers, and not 
before. Mr. Bettler made 
enough money in a village of 
1,000 people to retire at an 
early ages. He sold his busi¬ 
ness and home, and moved 
to, of all places, Hollywood. 
He built a small apartment on 
Selma Avenue, just south of 
Graumann’s Egyptian The¬ 
ater. Keithsburg was never 
the same without him. 

Just a half block from 
where I lived there was an¬ 
other example of private en¬ 
terprise. Lewis Helwig had a 
small shop in his backyard 
where he made the ordinary 
kitchen broom all by hand. 
He bought broomsticks, wire 
and red and green twine, but 
on a small piece of land north 
of town he raised his own 
broomcom. Broomcom re¬ 
sembles a skinny stalk of real 
com, but there are no ears of 
com, and instead of a tassel 
there is a heavy growth of 
long, slender stems covered 
with seeds. In this late au¬ 
tumn Mr. Helwig harvested 
the bushy tops and took them 
to his shop. 

The first step in making 
the broom was to remove the 
seeds from the stems, which 
he did with a homemade 
shredder operated by a foot 
treadle. He had no electricity. 
NexL with the help of a heavy 
clamp of wood, he bound the 
stems around the end of the 
broomstick. When all was in 
place he bound the stems 


with wire, sewed the top por¬ 
tion of the broom with bright 
red and green twine. The last 
operation was to trim the bot¬ 
tom edge with what was re¬ 
ally an oversized paper cutter. 
More than once I stood at his 
elbow and watched the whole 
procedure from beginning to 
end. This whole sequence of 
work was done under a se¬ 
vere handicap... Lewis 
Helwig was blind. Talk about 
private enterprise! 

Henry Bettler and Lewis 
Helwig could not operate to¬ 
day. Government regulation, 
rules and licenses without 
numer. I’m sure Mr. Bettler’s 
meat was not always sanitary, 
but considering the times and 
circumstances he did very 
well. The meat was always 
fresh and no one ever was ill 
from eating anything that 
came from his butcher shop. 
Can we be sure that all pre¬ 
pared meats are squeaky 
clean at all times? I have 
heard plenty of evidence to, 
the contrary. Mr. Helwig 
would probably get in deep 
trouble with the Agricultural 
Department for raising his 
own broomcom, and of 
course, his crop would have 
to be inspected. His little 
8x10 foot shop would require 
air conditioning and a sprin¬ 
kler system. And as he had 
only one door in his shop, 
there is little doubt that two or 
more would be required. And 
then he would also have to 
have a manufacturing license 
as well as a retail license. Is 
it any wonder that some of 
use look back on what we 
call the good old days? We 
may have lived in a more 
primitive society, but we 
were fewer.

Development Administrator 
from Old Pasadena 
Speaks Locally

Marsha Rood, the devel¬ 
opment administrator of 
Pasadena, who was respon¬ 
sible in overseeing the rede¬ 
veloping of Old Pasadena, 
spoke to the Kiwanis on how 
that part of the city came to be 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Rood presented a slide 
show to the Kiwanis regard¬ 
ing how Old Pasadena was 
revitalized after being dilapi¬ 
dated for several years. 

Rood said that the project 
began in 1979 with the guide- 
lines of ordinances that 
needed to be followed with 
the restructuring of Old Pasa¬ 
dena. There was also a park¬ 
ing advisory committee cre¬ 
ated in the mid-80s, which 
she credits was one step to 
success because of the park¬ 
ing problems that was facing 
at the time. 

When Old Pasadena fi¬ 
nally became revitalized, it

created a big economic boom 
for the community. Rood 
said. She said the sales dollars 
went from $35 million in 
1987 to currently at about 
$140 million, and the tax in¬ 
come went from $100,000 in 
1983 to $1.4 million today. 

Today, Rood said there 
are 90 restaurants within the 
300,000 square feet of Old 
Town, 130 office suites, and 
130 retail stores that service 
Old Pasadena. 

Along with the revitaliza¬ 
tion came approximately 
3.000jobs within that area as 
well. Rood said. 

With the success of Old 
Pasadena, the city has been 
one of the gleaming models of 
how to revitalize a city. In her 
slide presentation. Rood even 
■ showed that Old Town was 
featured in one of the sections 
of The New York Times. 

As the 21 St Century nears. 
Rood said that the goals that 
Old Pasadena is shooting for 


include compactions, historic 
preservation of unique iden¬ 
tity, urban street fronts, civic 
public spaces, street design 
controls, street level activity, 
multi-functional, and transit- 
orientation. 

Although Rood has not 
really studied the city of Si¬ 
erra Madre, she still was im¬ 
pressed by the composition of 
the downtown area. 

“I think it’s wonderful,” 
Rood said. “It has the home¬ 
town feel, it’s walkable.” 

She said the ideal down¬ 
town area must have compac¬ 
tions, walkability, ownership 
around the local community, 
and a heavy dose of citizen 
participation, the latter of 
which can make a city very 
successful, just like Old 
Pasadena’s story. 

“It can’t come out of city 
hall,” Rood said. “It helps, 
but it can’t do it. You have to 
want something really bad 
that it hurts.”

“I'd like to change the shocks on my mid- 
'80s Buick but I understand that I need 
special tools to change the front struts. Some 
auto parts stores told me the tools cost 
several hundred dollars and that I should be 
very cautious. Some friends suggested that I 
pay a garage to change them. Do I really 
need those expensive tools to do the job?” 

You must be very cautious because changing 
struts can be a very dangerous Job. There are 
inexpensive spring compressors for sale and 
these are the tools required for that job. 
'These, however, may be weak and could 
possibly break. The coil spring for the front 
suspension is compressed by the tools, so if 
the tool breaks or slips, the coil spring could 
unload a force of several thousand pounds. 
As you can imagine, this is extremely 
dangerous, and anyone in the path of flying 
parts could be badly injured or killed. 

We strongly recommend great care. You 
might think of letting us change your front 
struts and you could change the rear 
absorbers yourself.

JLheater Arts at the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy is a very interesting phe¬ 
nomenon. It consists largely 
of Shirley Mameus, who for 
some years now has pro¬ 
duced and directed plays that 
she believes Caltech students 
should absorb and that 
Caltech audiences should see. 
She has drawn around her 
people interested in theater 
from among the students, the 
graduates, the faculty and 
friends and families thereof 
who are intrigued by that edu¬ 
cational art. In the rarified 
atmosphere of the technical 


elite, she has reminded them 
of the rest of the world with 
Studs Terkel’s Working, 
pointed out the pitfalls of 
.rooUess theory with-^ 
Bernstein and Voltaire’s 
Candide and is about to 
tackle the Bible versus Dar¬ 
win in Inherit the Wind, to 
name only a few. Her ama¬ 
teur actors are enthusiastic 
and quite capable and her 
technical crew is a delight. 
There seems to be very little 
that charms the average 
Caltech student more than 
solving the widely varied 
problems of the stage, that is, 
of course, if he or she has the 
time. 

She has given them a fas¬ 
cinating challenge this time.

Now, with the 
introduction of the petition, 
the D-2(XX) project may have 
need of further revisions and 
costs. City officials have ac¬ 
cepted the petition and will 
review at a later, undisclosed 
lime. 

On another issue. Presi¬ 
dent for Neighbors for 
Arcadia, Dr.Robert S. 
Ellison, spoke to city officials 
concerning a letter from the 
city manager. The letter de¬ 
tails the current position of 
the city towards the zoning of 
the property adjacent to Santa 
Anita Racetrack. 

Recently, a member of 
Neighbors for Arcadia, Frank 
Goddard, spoke to city offi¬ 
cials imploring them to in¬ 
clude the proposition for the 


Santa Anita Entertainment 
complex on November’s bal¬ 
lot. Dr. Ellison clarified 
Neighbors for Arcadia’s 
agenda to the city council. 
Ellison said, “We are not here 
to denounce the entertain¬ 
ment complex, all we desire 
is for the vote to be placed in 
the people’s hands... Let the 
council give some of their 
power to the people so they 
can decide the zoning of the 
property.” For the entertain¬ 
ment complex to be built, first 
the current zoning of the 
property must be changed. 
Dr. Ellison concluded by ad¬ 
vising the council that Neigh¬ 
bors for Arcadia are within 
grasp of the required signa¬ 
tures to make this issue eli¬ 
gible for a special election. 

Once the signatures and 
proper p^wrwork are submit¬ 
ted for a special election, the 


city council would then have 
from three to five months to 
include the entertainment 
complex proposition on the 
November ballot or risk a 
$60,000 expenditure for a 
special election.

“Do we want our kids 
hanging out at the race¬ 
track?” This question was 
asked by a member of 
Neighbors for Arcadia in a 
recent article in the Gripe 
section of the L.A. Times. 
(Neighbors is a group 
formed in opposition to the 
proposed Santa Anita Arts 
and Entertainment Center). 

The writer stated that 
Arcadia residents have 
been good neighbors to the 
Santa Anita racetrack. 
There are many in the City 
who feel this has been a 
mutual good neighbor 
policy. 

A non-member of

The same area where 
Santa Anita is proposing to 
build the Arts and Entertain¬ 
ment Center. 

Have 
you ever been a member of, 
or watched, the marching 
groups that participate in the 
annual Festival of Bands as 
they spread out and hang out 
in the parking lot for the pre¬ 
parade assembly? 

Were you or a son or a 


grandson a Boy Scout? The 
San Gabriel Boy Scouts go 
even beyond the parking lot. 
They invade the infield each 
year for the Scout Expo. 

The race track opens its 
gates and doors to many orga- 
nizations which hold fund¬ 
raisers and other promotional 
events affecting youth. An ex¬ 
ample is the Monday Night 
Football benefit sponsored by 
Hathaway Child Services. Ac¬ 
tually, hundreds of organiza¬ 
tions hold Days at the Races 
each year to raise funds for 
programs that benefit chil¬ 
dren. 

Liability insurance forced 
the closure of the parking lot 
area to would-be drivers. 
Now Santa Anita hopes to 


reopen it for new uses. 
They promise the addi¬

Tloghbors' Voice Concesm 
Over Pko-SAEC Groups

Last week a spokesperson 
for Neighbors for Arcadia, 
the group in opposition to the 
proposed Santa Anita Arts 
and Entertainment Center 
(S AEC), expressed their con¬ 
cern that some new groups in 
favor of SAEC are getting 
involved in the community. 

Invitations were sent out 
to various people in the com¬ 
munity, inviting them to three 
meetings. Each of these meet¬ 
ings dealt with the financial 
shortfall projected by the City 
for the year 2003, and alter¬ 
native ways to deal with this 
problem. Various speakers 
appeared at these meetings, 
most notably Joel Fox, presi¬ 
dent of the Howard Jarvis 
Tax Campaign. 

According to Jacqueline 
Sayre of the Neighbors 
group, the letters of invitation 
stated, “We have found out 
that a group in Arcadia is try¬ 
ing to stop growth and 
economy of the City.” Speak¬ 
ing for Neighbors, Ms. Sayre 
said that she felt that this 
statement referred to their 
group. 

The meeting dates were: 
Feb. 8—Baldwin Stocker 
School; Feb. 13—Highland 
Oaks School; and Feb. 15— 
Holly Ave. School. Each of 
the evening meetings were 
sponsored by Bill and Phyllis 
Smith, and Dave and Jane 
Huntoon of Arcadia. 

Approximately 100 
people attended the meeting 
at Highland Oaks School 
where Pete Kinnahan, eco¬ 
nomic development adminis¬ 
trator for the City, spoke. He 
discussed the possibilities 
that might take place if the 
entertainment center was not 
approved. 

During the meeting, ac¬ 
cording to Sayre, fellow 
Neighbors member Gino 


Roncelli asked about the 
money in the city reserves. 
Kinnahan told the group the 
figures in each fund, which 
totalled millions of dollars. 
From this, the Neighbors 
concluded that the city would 
not be broke by the year 
2003, as previously pro¬ 
jected, “unless city manager 
Bill Kelly spends this money 
on the City right away,” said 
Ms. Sayre. 

However, this money rep¬ 
resents funds that arc set 
aside for specific purposes 
and only tells part of the 
story, according to Jo Ann 
Scott, community relations 
coordinator for Santa Anita 
Realty Enterprises. “Day-to- 
day funding is what is run¬ 
ning low,” she stated. There 
is currently a shortfall of 
funds that can result in major 
financial problems for the 
City in the future, according 
to City officials. 

Ms. Sayre referred to a 
new letter written by another 
Neighbor’s member, 
Meredith Brucker. In Ms. 
Brucker’s most recent letter, 
described as “A vision of 
Arcadia through the Neigh¬ 
bors’ eyes,” by Sayre, she 
outlines various reasons why 
she and the rest of the group 
feel that the Entertainment 
Center is not a viable option 
for Arcadia. 

Brucker’s letter begins by 
stating that Neighbors for 
Arcadia are pro-growth; “The 
City has an approved plan for 
the future. Let’s stick to it, 
and not throw it out the win¬ 
dow for someone with greedy 
plans for this tasty morsel of 
property located at the very 
heart of our city, surrounded 
by our finest residential 
neighborhoods.” 

Additionally, she states, 
they are pro-business. “We 
want to see existing Arcadia 
businesses—such as those 


along Baldwin Ave., Hun¬ 
tington Dr., Duarte Rd., First 
Ave., Live Oak, Las Tunas— 
prosper and 

succeed....Fashion Park has 
given our business districts a 
lot of competition, and al¬ 
ready we have too many 
empty retail 

establishments.This new 
wave of competition will 
cause disaster for many more 
local entrepreneurs.” 

She continues, “We do not 
want to see erosion of local 
property values. With an in¬ 
creased crime rate and U'affic 
load, with more air pollution, 
noise, litter, truancy, and graf¬ 
fiti, people will begin to move 
away from Arcadia, and few 
people will choose to pay 
good money to live near such 
an ‘attractive nuisance.’ ” 

Brucker also believes that 
‘The Race Track is NOT in 
financial trouble. The sight of 
empty spaces in the Race 
Track parking lot has led 
people to assume that the 
track has suffered a loss in 
business. No, the nature of 
their business is merely 
changing. With off-track bet¬ 
ting, race fans can place their 
bets without coming to 
Arcadia.” 

Furthermore, “The Enter¬ 
tainment Center will NOT be 
a future “financial bonanza 
for the city. Out of an annual 
city budget of $47 million, 
Arcadia might receive $2-3 
million in tax revenue 
WHEN and IF this entire 
project is built, and IF it suc¬ 


ceeds.” 

She feels that the project, 
if undertaken, might fail. 
“There are many who believe 
that Santa Anita is not well- 
managed. Some believe this 
project is under-financed. 
Most of us believe there is not 
enough business to support 
the 1.2 million square feet of 
hotels and offices and stores 
and theaters they want to 
build.” 

She objects to the idea that 
the Center was planned for 
our children, “...recently 
added was this nonsensical 
color brochure caption: 
‘Phase One: For Children.’ 
This is pure hype.” 

And finally, she concludes 
her letter by saying that the 
Entertainment Center con¬ 
cept has not worked else¬ 
where. “The neon-excitement 
of the ‘City Walk’ project has 
brought no prosperity or fun, 
only tattoo parlors, psychics, 
a raised crime rate, gang ac¬ 
tivity, drugs, truancy, litter, 
(etc.) to the neighborhoods 
surrounding Universal City.” 

Ms. Sayre has also re¬ 
cently observed some indi¬ 
viduals who have made an 
appearance lately at local su¬ 
permarkets, asking people to 
sign a document stating that 
they would like to see an in¬ 
crease of growth and 
economy in Arcadia. Al¬ 
though it is not known where 
these people are from, Sayre 
stated, “at least our (Neigh¬ 
bors) petition is above 
board.”

Like 
many institutions, the track is 
experiencing economic and 
competitive changes that 
challenge its prosperity into 
I the next decade. It is in the 
i interest of all Arcadia to help 
Santa Anita find community 
friendly ways to sustain the 
track’s position as the corner¬ 
stone of Arcadia’s tax base 
and civic support.

Dear Editor: 

Most of us Arcadians 
don’t ever recall hearing the 
so-called sounds of race calls, 
and I for one have not heard 
of the incidence of crime be¬ 
ing a direct result of the race 
track. 


I believe contrary, to Ms. 
Brucker, that all the race track 
enthusiasts leave Arcadia as 
soon as they possibly can as 
evidenced by the traffic con¬ 
trols in effect during the rac¬ 
ing season. Small wonder 
everyone is in a hurry to leave 
Arcadia, what is there to stay 
for. There is very little here to 
induce a visitor to stay. 

Ms. Brucker is misleading 
in her comment that we 
Arcadians “have tried to be 
grateful for the tax revenue” 
generated by the race track.

Southern California is 
subject to floods resulting in 
substantial property damage. 
This ntiay be minimized by 
water/flood debris control 
devices and by landscaping 
slope areas. However, in the 
event temporary measures 
need to be taken, the follow¬ 
ing will assist in the place¬ 
ment of such temporary de¬ 
vices: 

*Burlap or cloth bags, 
known as sandbags, are one 
of the quickest methods of 
constructing a temporary 
berm or water/flood debris 
diversion device. 

Sand may not be able to 
fill the sandbags and any 
readily available inert mate¬ 
rial such as dirt, rocks or mud 
can be used to fill the bags. 
Bags should not be filled 
more than half full, as they 
become too heavy and un¬ 
manageable. 

Sandbags may be ob¬ 
tained from the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department, located at 
242 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Normally, a maximum of 
25 sandbags will be given to 
any one person or family at a 
given time. Sand to fill the 
bags is not provided by the 
Fire Department. 

If additional sandbags 
cannot be obtained in a timely 
manner,doubling or tripling 
trash bags may work as a sub¬ 
stitute. 

The filling and placement 
of sandbags is time-consum¬ 
ing, hard work, and requires 
several persons 

♦Another consideration in 
controlling hillside erosion or 
diverting water/flood debris 
is the use of sheet or rolled 
plastic. Sandbags may be 
used to hold the plastic in 
place. 

The above examples of 
water/flood debris control are 
temporary emergency proce¬ 
dures. Persons using these 
methods should be aware of 
potential liability from divert¬ 
ing water/flood debris to an¬ 
other person’s property. 

♦For additional advice or 
assistance in controlling wa¬ 
ter/flood debris runoff and 
land erosion, refer to the con¬ 
tractor of your choice or the 
telephone directory. 

Debris control aids are not 
expensive compared to the 
protection received. They can 
be installed with normal 
household tools and many of 
the materials, such as sand¬ 
bags, sand, lumber, and ply¬ 
wood, are readily available at 
local lumber yards. 

First, fill the sandbags 
halfway full. The use of sand 
is suggested, but local soil
